time avoiding squeezing the water out of their stock. 


. 
As was indicated in The Star's Washington corres- 
pondence yesterday, the request for 6-cent fare is, mere- 
ly a beginning. Seven-cent fare, and perhaps even 
10-cent, are what the companies have in view. 


The general scheme of operations is the same. 


The company goes to the War Labor Board with the re- 


'-• 
quest of the employees for higher wages. The board 
:; 
grants an increase, and then the company insists as a 
necessary part of the award on a higher rate of fare. 


All this is done without any examination of the 


rights of the public to a square deal. 


If the public is to be asked to set aside a contract 


in order to help the street .railway, it. has the moral and 
; 
the legal right to insist that the contract be revised 
so that none of the extra fare will pay for water in the 
capital value. 
The public in general is willing to pay for service 


what the service costs. It is not willing to pay m ad- 
dition a tribute to financiers who have injected millions 
of "intangible value" into the capital. 
. 


The exigencies of war must not be used to give 


value to millions of wind and water in the street rail- 
way companies of the country. 
We respectfully commend the above editorial to our railroad 
jmission. If the commission wants to find it, there is plenty
